On this latest day that the 
adjourned games were continued 
in the 50th national chess cham- 
pionship in Moscow, Anatoly 
Karpov captured a clear lead.

Lev Polugayevaky and 
Lev Psakhls had 6.5 points each, 
hut the former Is heller placed, 
having played ten gomes out of 
15 while the latter played 12.

realliy it is heading towards a

IT IS HAKD TO FIND 
A REASONABLE 
EXPLANATION 

Tire USA and NATO do not 
wish to follow the Soviet ex- 
ample by entering Inio an ob- 
ligation not lo be the first lo use 
nuclear weapons. This Inltiatlva 
haa run Into a wall of silence. 

There has been no reaction 
from Ihe West thus far to the 
proposal pul forward by Ihe so- 
cialist countries that a treaty on 
(he non-use of military force 
ami on the maintenance of 
peaceful relations be concluded 
between Ihe Warsaw Treaty and 
NATO stales. 

BROADER OUTLOOK 
REQUIRED 

In his talk with Yu. Andropov 
the “Der Spiegel" publisher 
R. Augsteln raised the Issue of 
the actions taken by the 
Trench authorities in demanding 
that certain Soviet diplomats 
leave France. 

Behind this unfriendly action, 
Yu. Andropov noted, there aland 
forces that do not want good 
relations wllh the USSR. These 
forces are found no! only In 
France. 

Wlille showing restraint, wo 
arc guided by the broad In- 
terests of Soviet-French relations 
which we hold dear. Our out- 
look goes beyond this narrow 
local conflict, stressed Yu.
